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Local businesses’ OCRA grant 
requests submitted to the state 


Wabash City Council 
approves OCRA grant 
resolution Tuesday

At Tuesday’s Wabash City 
Council meeting, a resolu- 
tion required to apply for the 
Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) funds 
for the COVID-19 Response 
Program, was approved 
unanimously. 

The item was added to the 


agenda by Mayor Scott Long 
at the request of Doug Leh- 
man, city attorney, and Keith 
Gillenwater, president and 
CEO of Grow Wabash Coun- 


Earlier this month, the city 
of Wabash, in partnership 
with Grow Wabash County, 
had been selected to receive 
$250,000 each in econom- 
ic development grant funds 
from the Office of Communi- 
ty and Rural Affairs (OCRA) 
to help support businesses in 
Wabash in need of short-term 
financial assistance. 


Through OCRA’s 


COVID-19 Response Pro- 
gram, Wabash and North 
Manchester will be allowed 
to award grants ranging from 
$2,000 to $15,000 to Wa- 
bash businesses that are re- 
taining low- to moderate-in- 
come (LMI) jobs during the 
COVID-19 restrictions. 

The town of North Man- 
chester received a $250,000 
grant from OCRA earlier 
this month as well for this 
purpose, bringing the total 
to $500,000 in OCRA grant 
funds being awarded to Wa- 
bash County. Grow Wabash 
County will be administer- 


ing the grants on behalf of 
the city of Wabash as well as 
assist North Manchester with 
its grant program. 

Businesses that employ a 
workforce consisting of 51 
percent or more of LMI jobs 
are eligible to receive these 
funds for specific uses such 
as working capital, expens- 
es incurred by continuing 
operations and/or expenses 
incurred by transitioning the 
workforce to working re- 
motely.

Indiana notaries public to see 
significant changes in coming weeks 


Continuing education, remotely discharging 
duties included in new regulations 


STAFF REPORT 


Indiana’s largest body of 
public officials is under- 
going several changes to 
longstanding regulations. 
Indiana Notaries Public can 
now discharge their duties 
remotely, and new rules for 
continuing education will 
soon take effect, according 
to Ian Hauer, deputy com- 
munications director for the 
Office of the Indiana Secre- 
tary of State. 

One major change intro- 
duced this year was the de- 
but of remote notarization, 
which took effect March 31. 
In a remote notary situation, 


signers appear before the re- 
mote notary public by two- 
way audio/visual communi- 
cation. This communication 
must be on a pre-approved 
platform, and the notariza- 
tion and signatures are cap- 
tured electronically. 

For this change, the Busi- 
ness Services Division fast- 
tracked the adoption of the 
rules, and the office started 
accepting applications for 
remote notary authorization 
three months earlier than 
planned. This authorized 
Indiana notaries to perform 
remote notarizations at an 
essential time, due to stay at 
home orders and social dis- 


tancing protocols stemming 
from COVID-19. 

Only active notaries can 
become remote notaries, and 
only after an application has 
been accepted (in addition to 
the general requirements for 
notaries). Remote notaries 
must work through state-ap- 
proved technology vendors. 

Starting July 1, all notaries 
will be required to take a 
continuing education course 
every two years during their 
eight-year commission. All 
notaries are required to par- 
ticipate, and if a notary fails 
to complete their continuing 
education requirements by 
the deadline, their commis- 
sion will be terminated.

ISDH adds 
another 
local positive 
COVID-19 
case; total 
now 73 


State still reports two 
local deaths and now 
reports 650 tests

On Wednesday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) added another posi- 
tive COVID-19 case for Wa- 
bash County, bringing the 
local total to 73. 

The ISDH still reports two 
local deaths and now reports 
650 tests. 

Statewide on Wednesday, 
the ISDH announced that 
370 additional Hoosiers 
have been diagnosed with 
COVID-19 through testing 
at ISDH, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) and private 
laboratories. That brings to 
32,437 the total number of 
Indiana residents known to 
have the novel coronavirus 
following corrections to the 
previous day’s total. 

Intensive care unit and 
ventilator capacity remain 
steady. As of Wednesday, 
more than 41 percent of ICU 
beds and nearly 82 percent 
of ventilators are available. 

A total of 1,871 Hoosiers 
are confirmed to have died 
from COVID-19, an increase 
of 21 over the previous 
day. Another 159 probable 
deaths have been reported 
based on clinical diagno- 
ses in patients for whom no 
positive test is on record, 
following a correction to the 
previous day’s total. Deaths 
are reported based on when 
data are received by ISDH 
and occurred over multiple 
days. 

To date, 235,333 tests have 
been reported to ISDH, up 
from 230,749 on Tuesday. 

Hoosiers who have symp- 
toms of COVID-19 and those 
who have been exposed and 
need a test to return to work 
are encouraged to visit a 
state-sponsored testing site 
for free testing. Individuals 
without symptoms who are 
at high risk because they are 
over age 65, have diabetes, 
obesity, high blood pres- 
sure or another underlying 
condition, as well as those 
who are pregnant, live with 
a high-risk individual or are 
a member of a minority pop- 
ulation that is at greater risk 
for severe illness, also are 
encouraged to get tested. 

ISDH will host drive-thru 
testing clinics from 9 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Thursday through

BBB issues warning about 
Utah-based company 


Smilelove has multiple 
Hoosier victims

A business based in San- 
dy, Utah, called Smilelove 
is causing concern for Better 
Business Bureau (BBB), ac- 
cording to Nichole Thomas, 
director of communications, 
public relations and commu- 
nity outreach. 

Smilelove, providers of clear 
plastic aligners to consumers 
across the country, recent- 
ly told customers that their 
aligners not only wouldn’t be 
shipped but that they wouldn’t 
be issuing refunds. Despite 
this, Smilelove is still active- 
ly recruiting new clients on 
their website without a clear 


warning that the company is 
experiencing problems with 
service and delivery. 

In a recent message posted 
to Smilelove’s blog earlier this 
month, the company informed 
consumers that prices were 
increasing, employees were 
being let go and that both 
marketing and customer ser- 
vice efforts would increase to 
better address the lack of sales 
Smilelove is experiencing due 
to COVID-19. 

“Smilelove is claiming they 
aren’t servicing current cus- 
tomers who have paid because 
they do not have the money,’ 
said Marjorie Stephens, Pres- 
ident and CEO of BBB Serv- 
ing Northern Indiana. “That’s 
a problem.”

A Spencerville woman or- 
dered from Smilelove, but 
she still has never received 
her product — after paying 
the company more than 
$1,300. 

“They keep making ex- 
cuses as to why they cannot 
provide the product.

“They have told me sev- 
eral times they would refund 
my account but never did it. I 
have correspondence through 
email but never, ever get a call

BBB reports that while once 
responsive, Smilelove has 


since stopped answering com- 
plaints sent in by consumers 
to BBB. Also, BBB reports 
that Smilelove’s number of 
complaints has increased from 
an average of less than 50 per 
month to 113 in the past week 
from customers in 49 states. 

In one of the automated re- 
plies sent to BBB in response 
to a complaint, Smilelove 
says they are using the gov- 
ernment’s Payroll Protection 
Plan, but it’s not enough to 
keep production going or of- 
fer refunds.

I’m grateful 
to be working, but this isn’t 
sustainable. I am on tele- 
conferences all day long, 
and I am forced to sit at my 
desk, not moving for hours. 
My smartwatch screams at 
me to stand up, but I keep 
sitting because that’s where 
the meetings happen — on 
my computer. What can I 
do to take better care of my- 
self? The end of this way of 
working is nowhere in sight. 
I don’t know if Iam going to 
survive it. — SOS 

DEAR SOS: Can you ele- 
vate your computer so that 
you can stand during some 
of your calls? That is one 
way to get you out of that 
chair. In between meet- 
ings, stand up, stretch and 
walk around. Just like the 
guidelines to avoid getting 
carpel tunnel syndrome, 
every 20 minutes you 
should stand and stretch 
your body, including your 
arms and legs. Listen to 
your watch and stand. 

Beyond that, figure out a 
time of day when you can 
exercise. If you can start 
your day an hour earlier, 
get up and either do a series 
of exercises in your house 
or take a walk.

Wake up 


W: believe in the Con- 
stitution and limited 
government. 

We support the belief 
that all U.S. citizens are 
equal under the eyes of 
the law, and we encourage 
strong protections of the 
First and Second amend- 
ments. 

In doing so, we support 
our democracy, its system 
of checks and balances 
and the foundation that 
our Founding Fathers 
built. 

In the past three and a 
half years, we’ve seen our 
democracy change before 
our eyes. 

President Donald Trump 
isn’t afraid to break 
presidential norms. From 
politicizing the FBI, CIA 
and Department of Justice 
to bragging about stacking 
the judicial system with 
conservative justices, 
Trump takes pride in 
calling anyone who is less 
than subservient to him 
a “political hack,” “deep 
state” or corrupt. 

Trump just fired his 
fourth inspector general 
— a position created to in- 
vestigate waste, fraud and 
abuse in bureaucratic gov- 
ernment — in a span of six 
weeks. These inspectors 
general are tasked with the 
oversight of presidential- 
ly-appointed departments, 
and their independent 
investigations have saved 
taxpayers large sums of 
money, weeding out the 
people who leach taxpayer 
dollars from hardworking 
Americans. 

Over the weekend, 
Trump fired State Depart- 
ment Inspector General 
Steve Linick — the one 
former Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton lambasted 
for his critical investi- 
gation into her use of a 
private email server — 
before he could finish his 
investigation into current 
Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo for a suspect 
arms deal to Saudi Arabia 
and for his alleged extrav- 
agant spending. 


According to NBC News 
reports obtained from a 
White House staffer, the 
firing came at the urging 
of Pompeo himself, who 
is accused of abusing 
his power and misuse of 
public funds. 

Just weeks ago, Trump 
fired Defense Department 
acting Inspector Gener- 
al Glenn Fine, who was 
appointed to oversee the 
$2 trillion in emergen- 
cy coronavirus funding, 
something Trump publicly 
criticized before he made 
the move. 

He also fired the inspec- 
tor general who reviewed 
the whistleblower com- 
plaint that led to his 
impeachment, Michael 
Atkinson, and this comes 
after public firings and 
resignations of multi- 
ple federal employees 
who’ve spoken out against 
Trump’s wishes. 

Trump’s message is 
clear: write anything 
critical of me or one of 
my appointees and you’re 
fired. If he has the power 
to obstruct or eliminate 
any oversight, he will no 
matter what it takes. 

Republican Senator from 
Iowa, Chuck Grassley, is 
right to call out Trump 
for the recent firings, and 
more Republicans need 
to join him if we wish to 
preserve our nation. 

“An expression of lost 
confidence, without 
further explanation, is 
not sufficient to fulfill the 
requirements of the IG 
Reform Act,” Grassley 
said in a letter to Trump. 
“This is in large part 
because Congress intend- 
ed that inspectors general 
only be removed when 
there is clear evidence of 
unfitness, wrongdoing, 
or failure to perform the 
duties of the office.” 

Our democracy is under 
attack. Inspectors gen- 
eral have already rooted 
out corruption occurring 
under Trump’s watch, and 
there is no proof that any 
of the fired inspectors gen- 


eral are unfit for office. 

The EPA inspector 
general found a gross 
abuse of taxpayer dollar 
spending by long-time 
coal lobbyist and former 
EPA director Scott Pruitt. 
The inspector general 
found that he wasted more 
than $120,000 of taxpay- 
er funds for his personal 
gain. 

When we allow the sys- 
tem of oversight to be dis- 
mantled, it has long-last- 
ing consequences, which 
would allow a Democratic 
president to use the same 
tactics to cover up waste, 
fraud and abuse. 

Inspectors general do ex- 
actly what Trump pretends 
to care so much about: 
drain the swamp. 

We are moving to a point 
of no return, one where 
a president has absolute

As the world combats the coronavirus, it’s never been more 
important to keep our lungs healthy. One of the best ways to 
do this is to quit smoking and vaping and to prevent young 
people from ever starting in the first place. There is conclusive 
evidence that smoking increases susceptibility for respiratory 
infections, weakens the immune system and is a major cause of 
underlying health conditions that increase the risk for COVID- 
19, including chronic obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD), 
other lung diseases, heart disease and diabetes. 

Exposure to secondhand smoke also increases the risk of 
several respiratory health problems among children and adults, 
including lower respiratory illnesses. Additionally, exposure to 
secondhand smoke can worsen the frequency and severity of 
asthma attacks among children with asthma. Both children and 
adults with chronic health problems such as moderate to severe 
asthma are at greater risk of severe illness from COVID-19. 

Steps to protect yourself and your family: 

E Good hygiene practices, including covering coughs and 
sneezes and frequent handwashing (for at least 20 seconds), 
can help reduce the spread of the COVID-19 virus. 

E If you are symptomatic including a fever, a cough or dif- 
ficulty breathing call your healthcare provider for medical 
advice.

Now that it’s officially al- 
most June, I am obsessed with 
strawberries. When June rolls 
around, I behave as though 
I haven’t seen a strawberry 
since, well, forever. (Full dis- 
closure: I live in California, 
so this is not the actual case.) 
However, this reflex — which I 
fully embrace — stretches back 


to when I lived 
Lynda in Denmark. 
Danish 


Balslev strawberry 
p season is fleet- 
ing and fickle. 
It begins in 
June (hope- 
fully), and 
stretches into 
August (po- 
tentially), but 
you can never count on the 
season’s start, end or (heaven 
forbid) existence, as Nordic 
summers can produce rain 
and chill as easily as the fa- 
mous midnight sun. If you are 
lucky, the season cooperates, 
and strawberries will flower in 
late spring and grow, almost 
before your eyes, in June. 

It’s a window of time when 
there’s no holding back; when 
the name of the game is to 
gorge on the berries while 
you can, ever aware that this 
moment may quickly pass. 
Any surplus that you can’t de- 
vour (bless you) or bake into 
a nightly rotation of berry-full 


desserts are frozen and pre- 
served for later consumption 
as a nostalgic taste of summer 
sunshine during the dark win- 
ter months. 

Now I live in California, 
and while there’s less urgency 
in stocking up on these sum- 
mery berries, I still revel in 
the memory and indulge in 
over-consumption. And when 
I’ve tired of stuffing my face 
with fresh berries, I add them 
to easy desserts, such as this 
fruit crisp. 


Strawberry Crisp With 


Orange and Cardamom 
Active time: 15 minutes 
Total time: 45 to 65 minutes, 
plus cooling time 
Yield: Serves 6 to 8 


Topping: 

1 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

1/2 cup (packed) light brown 
sugar 

1/2 cup granulated sugar 

1/2 teaspoon ground carda- 
mom 

1/2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

3/4 cup unsalted butter, chilled, 
cut into 1/2-inch cubes 

1/4 cup chopped almonds 
(optional) 

Filling: 

2 pounds strawberries, hulled, 
halved if small, quartered if 
large 

1/4 cup granulated sugar

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon fresh orange juice 

1 teaspoon finely grated 
orange zest 

1/2 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1/4 teaspoon ground carda-

Pinch of salt 

Make the topping: Combine 
the flour, sugars, cardamom, 
cinnamon and salt in bowl of 
a food processor. Pulse once 
or twice to combine. Add the 
butter and pulse until the top- 
ping resembles coarse meal. 
Transfer to a bowl and mix in 
the almonds, if using. Cover 
the bowl and chill until use. 
(The topping may be made up 
to one day in advance.) 

Heat the oven to 375 de- 
grees. 

Combine all of the fill- 
ing ingredients together in 
a bowl and gently stir to 
combine. Spoon the filling 
into an 8-by-8-inch baking 
dish or 6 to 8 individual ra- 
mekins. Evenly cover with 
the topping. Transfer to the 
oven and bake until the top 
is golden and the fruit is 
bubbling, 45 to 50 minutes 
for the baking dish, 30 to 35 
minutes for the ramekins. 

Remove from the oven and 
cool to lukewarm or room 
temperature before serving, to 
allow the flavors to develop. 
Serve with whipped cream or 
vanilla ice cream.
